G. E. Keating, 
Postal Vet, 
Passes Away 

Following a lingering ill¬ 
ness of several months, 
George Edward Keating, 71, 
of 164 S. Lima, passed away 
this last weekend, closing a 
career in the postal service 
bringing him into favorable 
contact with thousands of 
Sierra Madre post office pa¬ 
trons. 

Known for his ready smile, 
flash of his brown eyes, and 
general competence, Mr. 
Keating was a mail messen¬ 
ger from 1942 until he for¬ 
mally retired on becoming 
65. Through the succeeding 
years, however, and until 
recently, he had contracted 
to haul the mail to and from 
Pasadena. 

As a messenger, special 
delivery man and latterly in 
his trips to and from Pasa¬ 
dena, Mr. Keating, it was 
estimated, had covered some 
150,000 miles in the postal 
service. This included the 20 
miles a day on the round 
trips between Sierra Madre 
and Pasadena. 

CONSTANTLY an outdoor 
man, Mr. Keating enlisted 
out of British Columbia 
when World War I broke, 
serving with the Canadians

The top award that any 
hospital in the country can 
achieve has been given to the 
Sierra Madre Hospital, It was 
announced this week. 

Announcement was made 
to the Medical Staff Execu¬ 
tive Committee at its meet¬ 
ing in Sportsman’s Tavern, 
Duarte, that the Joint Com¬ 
mission on Accreditation of 
Hospitals has formally ap¬ 
proved accreditation for the 
maximum period of three 
years to the Sierra Madre 
Hospital. 

The Joint Committee on 
Accreditation of Hospitals 
comprises the American Col¬ 


lege of Physicians, American 
College of Surgeons, Ameri¬ 
can Hospital Association and 
the American Medical As¬ 
sociation. 

In addition to the official 
letter of notification sent to 
Hospital Administrator Larry 
C. Lomax, copies were dis¬ 
patched to George W. Groth 
Jr., M.D., president of the 
governing body, and Nathan 
Jacobs, M.D., chief-of-staff. 

THE CERTIFICATE of Ac¬ 
creditation posted by the hos¬ 
pital attests to the public 
that the commission’s stan¬ 
dards of basic organization 


principles and methods of 
procedure have been met. 
This also testifies to the qua¬ 
lity of medical care that pa¬ 
tients receive. 

Kenneth B. Babcock, M.D., 
director of the commission, in 
a letter to Administrator Lo¬ 
max, said: 

“The commission wishes to 
commend you for maintain¬ 
ing standards deserving of 
accreditation, and for your 
constant effort to improve the 
quality of patient care. Please 
be assured of our interest 
and of our willingness to be 
of all possible help to you.”

Splash! Splash! Hundreds Expected as City Swim Pool in Sierra Vista Park Opens This Saturday 


Sierra Madre’s swim pool 
in Sierra Vista Park, at¬ 
tendance of which last 
year averaged 250 persons 
a day, seven days a week, 
will open with “a lot of 
splashes” this Saturday 
afternoon at 1 o’clock, City 
Recreation Director David 
A. Sommers announces. 

The pool, under Som¬ 
mers’ direction, has been 
placed in tiptop shape for 
the summer season. 


A highlight of the sum¬ 
mer will be the Aqua Fair 
on Aug. 26 at 8:30 p.m., 
presented by the Parks 
and Recreation Depart¬ 
ment. Program will feature 
many of Sierra Madre’s 
swim talent, plus the Com¬ 
munity Band. 

The pool will be oper¬ 
ated from 1 to 5 p.m., at 
the outset and also later 
on from 6:30 until 9 p.m. 
Pool closes Sept. 11 unless 


a public notice is posted. 
Prices are 50 cents for 
adults—18 years and up, 
and 25 cents for all others, 
3 years to 17. 

REGULAR SWIM in¬ 
structions will be offered 
to all youths and adults 
during the summer 
months. Classes begin June 
20 and will run until Aug. 
26. All instruction will be 
conducted Monday through 


Friday from 8 a.m. to 12 
noon. 

Classes which will be of¬ 
fered will be Junior and 
Senior Life Saving, Inter¬ 
mediates, Beginners and 
Non-swimmers. 

Swimmers must be 6 
years of age or older and 
be at least 45 inches tall, 
due to the depth of the 
shallow end of the pool. 
No exceptions will be 
made. 


Registration will com¬ 
mence at the pool on June 
6, from 1 to 3 p.m., Monday 
through Friday. No regis¬ 
tration will be accepted at 
any other time. A fee of 
$3.50 per ten lessons will be 
charged and $4.50 for all 
life saving courses. 

Classes will be limited 
to 30 students. This will 
allow the working force of 
five instructors to give 
closer instructions to all 


swimmers. 

A NEW CLASS for girls 
will be formed to learn the 
basic movemnts of syn¬ 
chronized swimming. This 
class will work on routines, 
which will be presented 
at the Second Annual 
Aqua Fair. 

It will be required that 
all girls be of the age 
where they must be con¬ 
sidered strong swimmers, 


able to tread water for 
three and four minutes at 
a time. 

A fee of $2.50 will be 
charged for the entire sum¬ 
mer of practice and in¬ 
struction. Practices will be 
conducted on Wednesday 
evenings from 5 to 6:30. 
Toward the end of the sea¬ 
son, more time will be nec¬ 
essary to prepare for the 
show. 

COMMENCING July 11, 


a special class for adults 
will be presented from 
5:30 to 6:15 nightly. A 
series of six lessons will 
be offered for $6. Swim¬ 
mers may have their 
choice of Monday and 
Wednesday, or Tuesday 
and Thursday. 

Registrat ion may be 
made at the pool com¬ 
mencing June 1 at 1 p.m. 
to 3 p.m. daily, Monday 
through Friday.
